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MR. MORRISON AND THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 


Ts building trades have had good reason to think 
well of Mr. Herbert Morrison. As Leader of the 
London County Council he has been responsible for a 
large programme of building and constructional work, 
much of it necessary and some, the new Waterloo 
Bridge, for example, outside that category. But 
Mr. Morrison, we regret to see, does not return the 
compliment. In a speech at King’s Norton, Birming- 
ham, on Monday, he is reported as saying: “Public 
authorities are having to beg the steel firms for steel, 
and the price has mounted swiftly. The building 
contractors have a close organisation and are issuing 
instructions about the terms on which local authority 
contracts are to be accepted. It is the duty of the 
Government,” continued Mr. Morrison to, “‘ control these 
people or to take them over. They are getting almost 
impudent in issuing private instructions from their 
secret trade association meetings. If public authorities 
had to stop placing contracts or, when expedient, go 
in for direct labour, the contractors would squeal.” 


This statement, if reported correctly, would seem to 
indicate that Mr. Morrison holds the opinion that 
building contractors are responsible for the increase 
in materials costs and are deliberately exploiting the 
situation to their own ends. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Prices have undoubtedly risen, both 
on account of materials and labour, but the contention 
that the contracting industry is responsible for the 
present situation is as absurd as it is unjust. Official 
figures (given on page 119) show that even in house- 
building materials and labour costs have risen by 
7 and 2.8 per cent. respectively. The former figure, 
in the case of large buildings, is considerably more. 


As has already been pointed out in these columns, 
the contractor's principal difficulty to-day is the mer- 
curial tendency of prices, which prevents accurate 
tendering from one week to another. Does Mr. Morrison 
suggest that it is “impudent” under such abnormal 
conditions for builders to ask for an “‘ up and down ” 
clause in their contracts? Would he apply the de- 
scription of ‘secret trade association meetings ’’ to 
those legitimate deliberations of the Operatives’ Federa- 
tion which resulted in the recent successful request for 
higher wage rates ? 

The building industry, we believe, is doing a great 
national work competently and without recourse to 
methods of extortion. The industry is by no means 
exempt from criticism, especially on the grounds of 
organisation, but the particular crime of which the 
L.C.C.’s leader accuses it is not of its doing and not 
within its power to control. Whether control in the 
right quarter is advisable is a different matter, and 
one which we need not enter into here, though it may be 
said that no section of the community would welcome 
stabilisation of prices at a normal level more keenly 
than contractors. The proper place to raise that 
question is in the House of Commons, and Mr. Morrison, 
as a member of that House, has ample opportunity to 
do so. 


NATIONAL FITNESS AND ARCHITECTURAL DESIGN 


HE National Fitness Campaign—in itself a 
movement which requires no endorsement—1s 

one which seems likely to provide the building industry 
with additional work. Schemes are being laid in many 
parts of the country for sports buildings, swimming 
pools and recreation grounds. A notable example is the 
decision on Tuesday of the London County Council to 
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build a further five swimming pools (in modern parlance 
“ lidos ’’) in the London area. These types of buildings 
are, of course, additional to slum-clearance and re- 
housing work, which must be the basis of any campaign 
for national fitness. 

Recreational buildings connoting, as they do, an 
alliance between open space and structure, offer ex- 
ceptional opportunities for imaginative planning. These 
opportunities have not always been realised or taken 
advantage of. The greater part of this work lies in the 
province of local authorities, who, it is to be hoped, will 
employ the services of fully trained architects of per- 
ception, so that full benefit may be taken of the oppor- 
tunities offered. An increasing number of local authori- 
ties are employing qualified architects on their staffs, 
but where these are not available we suggest that the 
really wise step is to hand over the work to a local 
architect in private practice rather than to add to the 
engineer’s work and responsibilities. 

In this connection, it may be mentioned that the 
Coronation Planting Committee has issued a most 
useful booklet, by Dr. Thomas Adams, on “ Playparks, 
with Suggestions for their Design, Equipment and 
Planting.” * We are interested to note that the same 
points are made in this publication, which contains 
besides a great deal of information of a practical nature, 
well illustrated with diagrams and photographs. We 
commend this booklet to the notice of the members of 
the Parks Committee of every municipality. 


THE A.V.T.C. 


AS we record elsewhere in this issue, an interesting 
exhibit of work by students of the Army 
Vocational Training Centre, Aldershot, was on view 
recently at the Aldershot Show. It is difficult to 
believe that this was the last occasion on which the 
School would show its capabilities to the public, but 
such is the fact if the decision of the authorities to close 
down the Centre next year and transfer its duties to the 
Ministry of Labour should be carried into effect. At 
this time of day there is no need to commend the 
efficiency and successfulness of the training in building 
crafts given at the Centre to soldiers during the last 
six months of their service in order to fit them for 
employment in civil life ; it is well known, particularly 
to employers, who have shown their confidence in the 
School by regularly absorbing almost the whole of its 
output of trained men during the ten years of its exist- 
ence. 

Apparently, under the new proposal, the soldier will 
no longer have the opportunity of being taught a trade 
during his service, but on discharge will go to a Ministry 
of Labour Training Centre as a civilian and receive 
unemployment pay during training. It is not at all 
likely that this scheme will commend itself to the 
soldier, who takes a legitimate pride in the prestige 
of his own military school, which has its own Old 
Students’ Association, magazine’ and other features 
which help to build up in the student a sense of status 
and esprit de corps which is invaluable. At a time when 
the Army is in need of men, the abolition of the A.V.T.C. 
is likely to be a hindrance rather than a help to recruit- 
ing. Writing with an intimate knowledge of the value 
of the work of the Centre, we trust that on reconsidera- 
tion the military authorities may appreciate the desir- 
ability of preserving an organisation which has served 
adequately the interests not only of the soldier but of 
the building industry.

in London.

The Minister concludes by stating that 
the Ministry of Transport are urging local 
authorities to provide parking-places on 
the highway and to avail themselves of 
the powers in this connection conferred 
ipon them by the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act, 1935. 
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The Government Pavilion, 
Glasgow Empire Exhibition. 

Mr. Hersert J. Rowse, F.R.1.B.A., of 
Liverpool, has been commissioned by the 
Department of Overseas Trade to design 
the British Government pavilion for the 
British Empire Exhibition at Glasgow 
next year. His building will inelude 
entrance hall, suitable for official gather- 
ings, a long gallery and four or five exhi- 
bition halls (each 50 by 100 feet). 
The long frontage of the pavilion will 
open on to a terrace overlooking a sheet 
of ornamental water, in which the outline 
of its illuminations will be reflected at 
night. 


U.R.S.S. Congress 
of Architects. 

Tue first All-Union Congress of Archi- 
tects was opened in Moscow recently. 
The Congress has been attended by 450 
delegates from all parts of the Soviet 


Union. Among the foreign guests, we 
learn, were Edward Heiberg from 
Denmark, Sven Markelius from Sweden, 
Harald Hals from Norway and Mr. 
Clough Williams-Ellis, F.R.I-B.A. Town 
planning, the rational designing and 
decorating of apartment houses, the 


designing of furniture, the creation of 


national classical architectural monu- 
ments, were among the subjects dis- 
cussed. The Congress also considered 


questions relating to building materials, 
sanitary equipment, etc. When dis- 
cussing the plan for the reconstruction 
of Moscow, the Congress dealt with 
measures to extend Moscow’s green open 
spaces. The Moscow Soviet is planning 
to extend the city’s open spaces to cover 
an area of 35,000 acres. This will entail 
the planting of half a million trees as 
well as shrubs and flowers.

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Reconstruction ° 
of Moscow. 


Ix his report on the general plan 
the reconstruction of Moscow and tov 
planning in the U.R.8.8., delivered to : 
All-Union Congress of Architects, P, 
fessor 8. Chernyshev, Chief Architect «; 
Moscow, said that for the first time ji» 
history cities were being planned with « 
view to the density of their future pop 
lations. The area of Moscow, | 
example, would grow from about 67,(00 
acres to nearly 150,000 acres. The Sovict 
capital would rank among the leading: 
cities of the world in volume of its green 
open spaces, which are to be increased 
from 11,600 to 50,500 acres. The centre 
of old Moscow was the Kremlin; in the 
reconstructed capital the centre would 
belong to the Palace of Soviets together 
with the Kremlin and the group of 
squares and public buildings surround- 
ing it. 

Much work in the reconstruction of 
Moscow has been carried out during the 
last two years. The Moscow-Volga Canal 
and the first section of the Moscow Metro 
have been completed, while the second 
section of the Metro is nearing comple- 
tion. During this period over 200 schools 
with accommodation for 200,000 children 
have been built, while 73 others, 105 
kindergartens and 55 nurseries are unde! 
construction. Building was commenced 
last year of 420 apartment houses with a 
total floor area of over 14 million square 
metres. Roads, water mains and sewage 
systems are being built on a large scale. 
During the last two years 17 kilometres of 
granite embankment have been built; 
work now in progress includes five new 
large bridges across the Moscow River, 
one bridge under reconstruction, thre 
smaller bridges on the drainage canal, 
and the laying of the foundations for th 
Palace of Soviets. 

At the present time plans are being 
made for the reconstruction of over 2) 
cities and villages in the U.R.S.S.

Planning Ahead: 
Economic General Staff Proposed. 

Ax economic general staff composed of 
Civil Servants whose duty it would be to 
plan for the future was suggested by Sir 
William Beveridge, Director of the Lon- 
don School of Economics, speaking at 
Ashridge College, Berkhamsted, recently. 


Such a body, he said, would not be 
consulted on every small question, and 
they would not be allowed to represent 
the Government at conference. But they 
would have enough money to employ 
their own people in investigations, access 
to the resources of the Government, and 
authority to influence the Government. 

Discussing how far urban concentration 
was going to affect the future, he said 
that 30 years ago a moderate millionaire 
could have made a green belt around 
London. “It is,” he added, “just ludi- 
crously too late now. Meanwhile, while 
we are engaged in trying to make it, we 
are doing nothing to stop the London 
Passenger Transport Board from making 
additional stations so as to destroy the 
green spots round London.”’

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ART IN THE STREET 


By ISIS. 


rENTION has been called more than 

in these columns to the public 
action taken in other countries for the 
national recognition of art. One possi- 
lity that has not been developed in this 


country is the decoration of the exterior 
tions of buildings. It was during a 
r t visit to Lucerne that this form of 


decoration was brought to my notice, as 
forming a @elightful addition to the 
attraction of the streets. From inquiry, 1 
earned that in order to encourage it, the 


municipal authorities contributed to the 
cost, which was shared between the pro- 
prictor of the premises and themselves. 
The object at which they aimed was an 


added attraction to the street in which 
such decorations were executed: In look- 
ing at the work I felt that this was an 
example we might well follow. We are 
sometimes, as Englishmen, a little prone 


to dismiss what may be helpful to us 
in the outlook of other nations, and yet 
there is so much concern about the rela- 
tion of art to industry in this country 


that such forms of external decoration 
might well prove a source of furthering 
the latter. From inquiries made I learned 
that the medium in general use was 
fresco. Information was obtained from an 
artist employed on the work, Professor S. 
Weingartner, Director of the Municipal 
School of Art at Lucerne. 

The decorations on the front of the 
Hotel des Balances for which this artist 
was responsible, record, in addition to 
decorative features, subjects from national 
history done ‘‘in Holbein style.” In an 


account given by the enlightened and 
public-spirited proprietor of the hotel, 
Mr. J. Haecky, it is stated in reference to 
the decorations that “‘ The choice of the 
style assured a certain harmony of the 
mural decorations, a unison of the local 
spirit of the architecture, of costumes and 
of colours, while still preserving the per- 
sonal method of the artists.” 

Now we should probably wish in this 
country that such decorations took more 
note and were more the expression of the 
art of our own time, adopting a sensible 
view as to its most desirable and repre- 
sentative sources, avoiding the falsehood 
of extremes, I could not help thinking of 
the many young artists without adequate 
employment of their powers, who might 
thus be set to work by the owners of busi- 
ness, municipal or other premises, assisted 
by grants from the authorities; and what 
an opportunity it could hold out for them. 
Here is a direction which would open a 
channel for their work, and possibly de- 
tach it from the more abstract and subjec- 
tive tendencies which in some degree 
prevail. 

The developments in building to-day are 
in the direction of plain surfaces, freed 
from the mere custom of ornament which 
had ceased to have meaning; and the 
horizontal lines of elevations afford an 
exceptional opportunity for making these 
plain surfaces eloquent by design and 
colour. Subjects of historical or local 
character, freed from all suspicion of 
advertisement, would add adornment and 
interest to the streets. In such a way 
craftsmanship, so much denied oppor- 


tunity, could find expression again on 
building from which it has been divorced. 
We need more greeting from our streets, 
which should detain us by the beauty and 
interest of their adornment. National or 
local authorities anxious for this greater 
attraction should be encouraged to offer 
financial help to assist proprietors. It 
must, of course, be understood that the 
purpose is the public benefit, and the 
work must therefore grow out of civic 
responsibility, in no way concerned with 
trade advertisement. 

We recall the well-intended but mis- 
taken outlook in an undertaking to 
decorate the front of business premises in 
a prominent street, for which a compe- 
tition was announced. The obvious lack 
of any civic purpose led to the poorest 
result. But such a scheme as we suggest, 
of which we have the example at Lucerne, 
would have that disinterested purpose 
which has the promotion of beauty as its 
object, an advantage in which we could 
all share. 

Objection may be made to such a plan 
that the atmosphere of our cities is not 
clean enough to secure permanence for 
such undertakings, but the difficulty lies 
in making a beginning. Many building 
fronts may be unsuited to painting, but in 
much of modern building, where fussy 
and unnecessary detail does not pre- 
dominate, there lies an opportunity of re- 
lieving its baldness. But there are always 
objections, and it is not the fashion to- 
day to cry out for permanence, and if the 
period of a work’s endurance were not 
endless we could replace it. It would be 
well, at any rate, to enter into consulta- 
tion with those in authority towards en- 
couraging a much-needed means of em- 
ployment for young artists after leaving

raph was taken in 1897, when the frescoes were 
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the schools. Personally I would sooner 
see it inadequately attempted than not 
attempted at all. 

But why should we pre-suppose failure? 
The training of the art student in methods 
of craftsmanship has been greatly im- 
proved over recent years. Is it not a 
favourable hour in which to create more 
opportunity for that which the State 
schools has created but cannot find a 
place for? Through the generosity of a 
friend, a small sum is in hand towards the 
cost of external decoration, if a suitable 
building offered itself, to assist the owners 
in the cost entailed. Communications 
addressed to The Builder, and marked “‘Art 
in will receive attention. A 
word of caution must be added, that the 
of such a scheme should not be 
diverted to other ends. The spirit of com- 
petition which influences the advertiser 
would be disastrous to such an object, 
and should the matter be taken up, some 
preliminary understanding Is necessary 
as to the terms on which such decora-

purpose 
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tions are carried out. The object being to 
add charm and interest to thoroughfares 
by surface decoration, the subject matter 
should be drawn from history or imagina- 
tion, wholly free from political or adver- 
tising intention. 

Craftsmanship, if not in danger of ex- 
tinction by the machine, is yet in some 
peril. The defect of the machine is that 
it substitutes a simulacrum for human 
feeling and imagination, humanity itself 
even tending to become a machine. Here 
is the opportunity for the arts to intervene 
to uphold the supremacy of the hand. 
“Machines for making more machines,”’ 
the dangerous extension towards which 
we are moving, could be best withstood by 
the amelioration lying in the more prevail- 
ing presence of the arts. If we could see 
more of that side of human endeawour, in 
which the hand and imagination are more 
directly concerned, we should be led to 
reflect that life is more than bread, and 
that the proofs of civilisation are not 
necessarily found in mass production. 


THE PROBLEMS OF PRESERVATION 


Tue Bristol Kyrle Society was founded in 
190, with the object of safeguarding the 
amenities of the city and neighbourhood, and 
is doing excellent work. The annual meetin 
of the Society was held recently at the R 
Lodge, Bristol (Sir George H. Oatley, 
F.B.1.B.A., chairman of the executive com- 


mittee, presiding), when Mr. C. F. W. 
Dening, F.R.I.B.A., gave an address on 
“The Preservation of Bristol. In the 


course of his remarks he said :— 

“‘In dealing with a medieval city we are 
faced with a problem seething with diffi- 
culties. In the course of time a building of 
great interest is threatened. It may be a 
street-widening scheme, a question of obstruc- 
tion or of remodelling, in order to fit the 
premises for modern requirements. In addi- 
tion, there is the ever-increasing traffic con- 
gestion in narrow streets, and last, but not 


least, the commercial element. Had the 
introduction of one-way traffic come into 


existence earlier, many an old street would 
have retained its character and remnants of 
the past. Admitted we cannot live in the 
past, but we can live with the past. 

‘* Buildings which proclaim the work of the 
craftsman are a commercial asset and not a 
commercial hindrance. Apart from our own 
city, think for a moment of the charm of 
Salisbury and Warwick and the dignity of 


Bath. Are not these legacies of the past the 
very life-blood of the present? Rob these 
places of their ancient structures and the 







ual visitors would decrease by 90 per cent. 
When there is no hope of retaining some- 
thing of worth, then it is essential to see that 
the replacement is at the least of equal 
quality, if not superior. Buildings of distinc- 
tion are not only an individual, but a 
national, asset. In the Red Lodge we have 
Elizabethan rooms comparable with any in 
the kingdom. Had it not been for the efforts

of one beloved citizen, these rooms would 
now be in America. I believe the vote will 
be unanimous when I say that under no 

cumstances should such works be _per- 


mitted to leave the country, and that all the 
money in America should never again be 
ulowed to pure hase and uproot a Cotswold 
For of such is this England of ours. 

** The recent demolition of the White Swan 
in Mary-le-Port-street is an irreparable loss. 
Often the cry goes forth, ‘ It is rotten to the 
core; it is past renovation.’ Let us for a 
moment accept both accusations. We are all 
familiar with changing circumstances, with 
conditions that change environments, but 
enght anything of national worth be _per- 
mitted to fali into decay’? If an owner comes 
into possession of something equivalent to a 
national heirloom and finds it impossible to 
keep the fabric in reasonable condition, would 
it be unreasonable to expect the State to 
share in a national responsibility ’ 

“In spite of the enormous amount of 


house 


demolition that has recently taken place in 
our midst, the city still retains numerous 
examples of stately dwellings sound in 
structure and far more habitable than the 
majority of trumpery buildings and bunga- 
lows that infest the land. Many buildings 
scheduled as unfit for human habitation would 
have been spared had the owners kept them 
in reasonable repair. Even a coat of paint 
makes a difference, and most of us know the 
value of whitewashing. 

“To take down and re-erect a block of 
buildings would be a costly matter. but if it 
were possible to allocate a site where all old 
buildings of real value could be re-erected 
they would form a permanent exhibition street 
where many trades could, I believe, be carried 
on upon a commercial basis. It must be 
recognised that in the re-erection of any 
building its original environment is lost and 
the association can never be the same, but 
even so it would be far better to retain a 
part than to lose the whole. 

** Small features and fragments are often 
preserved in the Museum, und our thanks 
are due to the present Director, whose eag]! 
eye seizes cet every opportunity of retriev- 
ing relics of the past. I believe that many 
portions of an old building could be preserved 
m a new. Some of the delightful bow 
windows, for instance, would make excellent 


fixtures, particularly for displaying small 
articles. The ideal way for preservation is 
open to many citizens; to follow the 


munificent example of Canon Cole, who has 
recently given No. 7, Great George-street to 
the city. Here furniture of the period will 
be housed in happy surroundings, where 
future generations may see the dignity and 
charm of the eighteenth century. 

“For years we have clamoured for the 
control of elevations. Now Advisory Panels 
have come into existence, and the final Court 
of Appeal consists of an architect, a surveyor 
and a Justice of the Peace. Only an all- 
wise Government could have conceived and 
brought forth such a triplet. Design is not 
within the province of a surveyor. His chief 
mterest in a building is its cubic capacity. 
Except upon rare occasions a Justice of the 
Peace is less competent than a surveyor to 
judge the merits of a design. Therefore such 
«a measure is nothing but a farce. 

‘*In a scheme for betterment nothing is 
too trivial for consideration. Even the type 
of lettering for public notices can be refined 
or otherwise. Shelters, seats, light standards, 
traffic signals, direction posts, police boxes, 
etc., should be well designed, and painted a 
pleasant colour. Gigantic posters and letter- 
ing should not be allowed to deface facades. 
The aspect of our streets will be greatly 
enhanced when the tram lines and network of 
overhead wires vanish. 

“ Sir Giles Gilbert Scott found time to 
design a delightful telephone kiosk. I sup- 
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pose a Government Department is respons sie 
for perpetuating caricatures of these. Often 
the two designs stand side by side, an ad:.ir. 
able illustration of Landseer’s * Dignity and 
Impudence.” : 
“Thirty years ago Orchard-street <as 
rapidly becoming slum property; then Sir 
Frank Wills, Sir George Oatley and two or 
three others drifted into the area, and the 
Charity Trustees immediately raised ‘he 
rents. To-day, in spite of the fact that :his 
delightful eighteenth-century street is almost 
solely given over to architects and lawyers, 
it retains the atmosphere of its aristocratic 
past. This surely is an outstanding examplé 
and an actual solution of the problem of 
preservation applicable to certain localities. 


** Is it too much to hope that the develop. 
ments now taking place in Queen-square may 
result in revivifying the immediate vicinity. 
and that once again the Old Theatre Royal 
will come into its own. Change of environ. 
ment and snobbery have robbed it of its 
original status, yet this historic playhouse, 
still wrapped in fragrant memories, has made 
a brave struggle for existence against over- 
whelming odds. Would it not be a calamity 
if this delightful interior vanished from our 
midst ? 

“It was due to the foresight of the first 
chairman of the Housing Committee that a 
competition resulted in a panel of architects 
being selected to prepare various types of 
houses, and those who are conversant with 
the many difficulties that had to be 
encountered during the early days of housing 
are satisfied that the gigantic task undertaken 
by the Corporation compares favourably with 
the majority of schemes throughout the 
country. Things might have teen very 
different. The layouts in particular received 
the most careful consideration and the 
numerous roads edged with flowering trees 
recall with every succeeding spring the 
memory of Lessel McKenzie. I think I am 
right in stating that the Committee approved 
of tree-planting on an extensive scale, but 
that it was McKenzie who gave us the 
flowering variety. 

“Then what a shock it was when first it 
was suggested that boundaries should be 
defined by hedges in place of railings, but, 
with few exceptions, the hedges are well and 
truly kept, and these with the addition of 
grass verges have tinged our housing estates 
with a village atmosphere. 

‘There is one matter in connection with 
housing which is worth mentioning. At the 
outset various types of metal windows were 
designed by architects, and manufacturers 
immediately standardised them. Millions of 
these have been used and it is now customary 
tor builders when they are employed upon 
works where no architect is engaged, to adopt 
these standardised designs. The result is that 
windows of a pleasing proportion are the rule 
rather than the exception, and throug) 
standardisation of a good design they are 
obtainable at an economic cost. 





“Town planning is giving us wide roads 
and open spaces, and many generous land-

trades is reduced or entirely dispensed with. 
The outer and party walls are to be 8 in. 
thick. The partitions are to be 4 in. thick. 
The concrete is to be composed of hard 
vitrified clinker, slag, foamed slag, broken 
brick, stone or granite. An regate of 
cellular open nature is preferable to solid 
material. All materia! finer than § in. must 
be removed. The maximum size of the 
aggregate should not exceed Zin. The mix- 
ture of cement and aggregate should be of 
proportions of 8 to 1 with just sufficient 
water to reduce the cement to a running 
paste. 

Such a concrete will be of an open, cellular 
or honeycomb nature throughout its mass 
and will contain numerous completely 
enclosed air cells. These air cells are large 
enough to prevent the passage of moisture 
by capillarity and, when the surfaces are 
sealed, the walls remain perfectly dry under 
all conditions. The enclosed air cells also 
act as insulation against the passage of heat, 
the walls remain warm po condensation, 
which usually occurs with ordinary dense 
concrete, is completely absent from cellular 
concrete. 

Solid cellular concrete is much lighter 
than ordinary dense concrete and shuttering 
ean be reduced accordingly. The patent 
shuttering consists of a series of rebated 
wood posts of full story height, spaced at 
suitable intervals to receive pressed sheet 
metal panels which are attached to the 
rebates of the posts by swivel clips. These 
clips can be released without disturbing the 
posts and the metal panels removed for use 
elsewhere within 24 hours of pouring a 
story of concrete. The posts remain in 
position during the OUTING of two stories. 

The thickness of the walls is determined 
by separator blades passing through slots 
in the posts and through the wall. The 
bolt carrying the swivel clip drops into a 
notch in the separator. Spreading under 
the pressure of concrete is therefore 
impossible. The separator blade is loosened 
about 24 hours after pouring the cellular 
concrete by revolving the swivel clip clear 
of its metal panel and lifting the swivel 
bolt up in its slot until it is clear of the 
notch in the separator blade. 

By having metal panels of lengths of 1 ft., 
1 ft. 4 in., 1 ft. 8 in., and 2 ft., any length 
of wal] may be built providing it is in mul- 
tiples of 4 in. No special or standardised 
design of house is necessary; any house of 
uniform story heights with walle whose 
lengths are multiples of 4 in., may be built 
with equal facility. All work in connection 
with the shuttering would be supervised by 
skilled labour. The major portion of the 
work, however, being repetition and not 
requiring tools other than hammers and 
spanners, unskilled labour can be exten- 
sively employed. No outside scaffolding is 
required. 

Reinforced concrete hung floors are con- 
structed by supporting the temporary floor 
bearers by wrought-iron brackets whose 
ends are inserted, without fixing, into holes 
bored in the shuttering posts near ceiling. 
The loose bearers, of a length approximating 
the length of the room, support a series of 
temporary joists spaced to suit standard 
metal floor panels, upon which the concrete, 
also of a cued aettaiae nature, suitably 
reinforced, is laid. 

The ground floor may be of solid cellular 
concrete if desired, which, by its open 
nature, is a further safeguard against rising 
damp; in addition, a bitumen dampcourse 
is laid over the site, upon stone bottoming 
blinded with fine material, screenings, ete. 
The surface is covered in this case with j-in. 
Magnesite jointiess flooring. During the 
erection of the shuttering the position of 
the doors, windows and piping for electric 
wiring should be settled and the frames and 
piping be placed im position within the 
shuttering and concreted in. Doors and 
windows may be any width or height and 
not exceeding 4 in. thickness of frame and 
may be placed in any position. 

The outside of the walls must be sealed by 
two brush coats of cement and sand followed 
by a coat of coloured cement and sand mix- 
ture “dabbled” on with a heavy texture. 
A wide choice of colours and textures is 
available -at a cost no higher than harling. 

The inside finish may be of the usual two 
coats of plaster direct on to the cellular 
walls, the honeycomb nature of the surface 
forming an excellent key withont eg |

as proposed for the design submitted, two 
coats of cement-plaster brush wash to seal 
the surface, not exceeding 4 in. in thickness. 
Upon this surface plastic paint of a deep 
relief, but smooth texture, is applied by 
heavy soft brush, or by spray gun. A light 
coat of glazed dye of any desired tint may 
be sprayed on. The internal finish of 
plastic paint is applied direct to the cellular 
eoncrete walls; no strapping, lathing or 
plastering is required. Painters are the 
only skilled trade employed. 

This system of construction: (1) Elimi- 
nates the bricklayer and the mason from the 
walling; (2) eliminates the plasterer from 
the interior finishing; (3) reduces the skilled 
labour required for the outside wal] finish- 
ing; (4) introduces wall finishes that may be 
done by painters and for which finishes 
cellular concrete forms a specially suitable 
background; and (5) permits standardisa- 
tion of units of shuttering sufficiently 
flexible to enable all ordinary types of 
building to be carried out with very little 
wear or waste of the temporary framework, 
which can be erected largely by unskilled 
labour. 

Poured cellular concrete of the _ type 
herein described has been in use in build- 
ings on the Continent for the last 14 years 
and its claims of warmth, dryness and 
durability are well tested and substantiated. 
The shuttering now submitted has been 
specially designed for British practice, 
having particular regard to the need for a 
method of durable construction in cases 
where skilled building craftsmen are not 
available. 

The cubic contents of the design submitted 
amount to 50,702 cu. ft. The average cubic 
contents per house amount to 12,675.5 cu. ft. 
The cost per block based on current rates 
as at the date of this competition, £1,640, 
making an average cost per house of £410. 


FIVE-APARTMENT COTTAGE. 

Following are points from the winner’s 
report: The plans, sections and elevations 
illustrate a five-apartment cottage designed 
on modern lines suitable for a corner site. 
The floor area of the living-room is 
232 sup. ft., a portion of which has been 
allocated as a dining recess. The first bed- 
room has a floor area of 168 sup. ft., with a 
coal fire and a built-in wardrobe, also a 
press. Second and third bedrooms have 
each a floor area of 136 sup. ft., with a gas- 
fire and hanging cupboards. It is suggested 
that the bedroom on the ground floor could, 
if so desired, be used as a parlour. The 
floor area of the fourth bedroom is 
114 sup. ft., with an electric plug and a 
hanging cupboard. The bathroom has a 
floor area of 45 sup. ft. and eonsists of a 
square panel bath, low cistern, W.C. and 
wash-hand-basin. The hot-water cylinder is 
placed in a cupboard in the bathroom. The 
kitchenette has a floor area of 102 sup. ft. 

The finish of the elevations would be in 
white “Cullamix” dashing with a black 
“ Colorerete” base to the front and 
crowned on top in portions with a brick on 
edge course. Standard metal casement win- 
dows are adopted throughout and would be 
painted black. Sills are concrete painted 
with green ‘ Cullamix.”’ The fiat roof 
would be covered with asphalt material. 

Built in pairs, each cottage has a volume 
of 16,571 cu. ft., which, at 7jd. per cu. ft. 
(based on contract for 300 houses), works 
out at £500.

Tuts building has been erected in two 
contracts, one for the sub-structure and 
the other for the superstructure. Work 
was commenced in July, 1934, on the 
first contract, and in April, 1935, on the 
second contract. The whole of the 
building, fittings, furniture and decora- 
tive schemes were designed in the City 
Architect’s Department. 

GeneraL Description.—The building 
occupies a roughly rectangular site, 
bounded by South-street, Jackson’s- 
row and Bootle-street. The main 
frontage is im South-street. In addition 
to the headquarters, Section ‘‘A’’ Divi- 
sion is also accommodated. The centre 
portion of the site forms a rectangular 
courtyard, approximately 150 ft. by 
50 ft., part of which is roofed over. 
The majority of the offices are facing 
the courtyard, which gives better light 
than the street frontages, and has the 
additional advantage of being quiet. 
The principal rooms facing South-street 
are provided with double glazing to the 
windows to exclude street noise as 
much as possible. 

Construction. — Fire-resisting con-

struction has been used throughout. All 
main walls are of brickwork and are 
faced in South-street with Portland 
stone. The remainder of the facings 
are in bricks of a golden brown shade. 
Floors and flat roofs, with the excep- 
tion of the basement and lower ground 
floor, which are of solid reinforced con- 
crete, are of hollow tile and concrete 
construction. Internal partitions are 


“formed of plaster slabs. The floors of 


offices are finished with Rhodesian teak 
er Burma teak blocks; lavatories have 
terrazzo-tiled floors; and the main 
entrance hall is floored with Hopton- 
Vood stone. The corridors are covered 
with cork tiles. The ‘‘A’’ Division 
parade room has a floor of coloured 
asphalt, and the laboratories and police 
surgeon’s room have floors of Granwood 
blocks. Hopton-Wood stone has been 
used for the walls of the main entrance. 
Dados to the main staircase are of imi- 
tation Hopton-Wood stone. Walls to 
offices and corridors are covered with 
hvdrolised hvdraulic lime, finished with 
synthetic paint on the dados and water 
paint above. Lavatory walls are tiled. 


The ‘A’’ Division parade room has a 
dado of faience.. The panelled dado in 
the Committee room is of laurel wood. 
Silver greywood has been used for the 
panelled walls of the Chief Constable’s 
office. The remainder of the principal 
rooms have dado panelling of oak. All 
windows are of heavy section steel, 
with extended frames. Internal doors 
are flush type. 

The offices are equipped throughout 
with steel furniture and counters. The 
principal rooms have wood furniture to 
match the panelling. 

Heatina Instatration.—The heating 
installation consists of two large sec- 
tional boilers, each fired by a thermo- 
statically controlled mechanical stoker. 
From these boilers the hot water is 
circulated throughout the building on 
the forced circulation system, using an 
electrically operated centrifugal pump. 
A by-pass arrangement is provided so 
that a gravity circulation may be 
maintained in the case of repairs to the 
pump being necessary. Some of the 
principal rooms are fitted with a 
thermostat, which can be regulated to 
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give automatically any desired tem-

THe site of this block of resi- 

ntial flats is adjoining the South- 
parade and Southsea-common, and 
2 in a secondary shopping centre. 
It is bounded by two streets—St. 
Catherine-street and Clarendon- 
road, the latter being the main 
trolleybus thoroughfare. 

The aim of the promoters was 

provide medium-sized flats at 
entals ranging from £65 per annum 

£135 per annum for naval, mili- 
tary and Air Force personnel. 

Difficulty was experienced with 
the subsoil, as good bottom varied 
from 15 ft. down to 53 ft. A com- 
pressed cast in situ pile was 
adopted, and at the greatest depth, 
where water was found at 10 ft., 
a special double-cased pile was 
employed, with one permanent 
easing left in. 

The general construction consists 
of reinforced concrete superstruc- 
ture, on pile caps, and panel brick- 
work in ll-in. cavity work. It 
is interesting to note that the 
reinforced concrete frame was built 
flush with the walling and rendered 
externally, cavities being water- 
proofed with 4-lb. lead trays at floor 
levels and drained with small weep 
holes. 

The external rendering is extra- 
light cream “ Cullamix,” with a 
j-in. first rendering of water-repel- 
lent cement. Windows are standard 
metal casements painted a light 
green. 

The flat roof is asphalted and 
insulated with “ Donnaconna” 
board and felt, whilst the general 

floor construction consists of a

5-in. reinforced concrete slab, with 
fillets and strip flooring. Flats are 
insulated by vertical double parti- 
tions in breeze, and are quite 
soundproof. 

Some of the flats have spacious 
balconies, whilst the flat roof, 
which is accessible to tenants, 
affords an excellent means of sun- 
bathing, with wiews across the 
Solent. 

The entire building is carcassed 
for gas and electrical outlets and 
for telephone service. 

General Equipment. 

All flats are provided with an 
“ Ascot” multi-point water heater 
and fully equipped kitchen; rooms 
are spacious and flats range from 
a bed-sitting room type (with 
(kitchenette, bathroom and hall) 
up to living-room, dining-room, two 
bedrooms, kitchen, bath, w.c. and 
hall. A combination cupboard per- 
mits of garbage being removed by 
porter without entering the flat 
door. 

All living-rooms have an open- 
brick fireplace designed by the 
architect. There is a porter in 
occupation, and tenants have their 
own coal lockers on the ground 
floor. 

All corridors, stairs and entrance- 
hall are covered with linoleum 
stuck down in screed, and the walls 
to the stairs and hall are treated 
in fawn distemper and sprayed with 
orange distemper as a final render- 
ing. There is an automatic electric 
passenger lift serving all floors. 

In addition to the flats there are 
five lock-up garages at the rear for 
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tenants’ use, and also a large store 
for trunks, prams and bicycles. 
Ample cupboard accommodation is 
provided to all flats. 

The rent range is as follows: 
(1) Bed-sitting room, k., b. and hall, 
£65-£75 per annum ; (2) living-room, 
bedroom, k., b. and hall, £90-£105 
per annum; (3) living-room, two 
bedrooms, k., b. and hall, £105-£110 
per annum; (4) living-room, dining- 
room, two bedrooms, k., b., hall and 
w.c., £120-135 per annum. 

There are 25 flats, one corner shop 
and five lock-up garages. 

Contract. 

The contract was commenced in 
September, 1936, and completed in 
May, 1937, and the cube cost worked 
out at Is. 6d. per cub. ft., including 
the piling work,

Tue express or implied authority which an 
-rchitect possesses to obtain rs on his 
employer's behalf does not enable him to 
accept any tender which is submitted for the 

work contemplated, even if one of the tenders 
be within the price the employer has stated 
his willingness to spend. And if an archi- 
ect does accept a tender on his own 
authority, it may be held as negligence on 
his part, or he may be held to have contracted 
personally. He should at once seek the rati- 
fication by his employer of the contract he 
has made. 

Again, an architect is not entitled to 
“reduce ’’’ tenders in instances where the 
lowest tender exceeds the fixed amount his 
employer contemplated spending, without the 
express consent of the employer. 

The invitation to tender which is sent out 
to competing contractors is in most instances 
a mere invitation to negotiate, to bargain. or 
to chaffer. If the invitation is eventually to 
form part of the formal contract it should 
be so stated in the invitation. Also (where 
bills of quantities are not provided), it should 
be stated if the contractor is to furnish 
details of his prices with his estimate or, if 
not then, at what juncture the successful con- 
tractor will be required to do so. In such 
circumstances contractors cannot at any time 
be called upon to furnish proper bills of 
quantities. When bills of quantities are not 
furnished for tendering upon, contractors 
vary with their requirements as to the amount 
of detail they prepare. Some prepare their 
estimates on rough, or what are known as 
‘‘ builders’,”’ quantities, others on hittle or 
nothing at all in the shape of figures or calcu- 
lations, 

However it be, it seems clear that when 
a contractor is at any time required to supply 
details of how he arrived at his estimate, 
nothing more ean be required of him than 
the figures he did in fact prepare, unless, of 
course, the invitation to tender indicates 
what will be required of him. 

When bills of quantities are furnished to 
competing contractors, they are often made 
returnable in a separately sealed packet to 
that containing the form of tender, or the suc- 
cessful contractor only is eventually called 
ipon to provide a copy of his priced bills. 


The Point at Law. 
In a fairly recent case (Willcocks and 
Barnes v. Paignton Co-operative Society, 
Ltd., April, 1930 : 74 Sol. J. 247) tenders 
were invited, while applications for bills of 
quantities were to reach the defendants’ 
offices on a definite date. The plaintiffs 
applied for and duly received the bills of 
quantities, being advised by letter that the 
priced bills under sealed cover, with the ten- 
derers’ names outside, were to be sent to the 
architects, but that the bills would be re- 
turned unopened in the case of unaccepted 
tenders, after the contract. was signed. 

The plaintiffs delivered their tender and 
priced bills of quantities as directed. The 
same day it was resolved by the defendante’ 
managing committee that the architects be 
asked to verify the plaintiffs’ bills of quanti- 
ties, and make a report thereon. This was 
done, the reason given to the architect by 
‘he quantity surveyor being that they con- 
sidered that this particular tender was to be 
accepted, 

The plaintiffs sued the defendants for 
breach of contract, contending that the open- 
ing of the sealed bills of quantities was 
‘acceptance ”’ of the tender. Lord Hewart 
held that the intention to accept in such a 
case was not an acceptance unless and until 
the intention was communicated to the person 
by whom the offer was made, and that the 
returning of the plaintiffs’ bills of 
quantities could not be regarded as a com- 
munication of acceptance because, before they 
were returned, the architects informed the 
plaintifis that the defendants had decided to 
accept another tender. He therefore gave 
judgment for the defendants. -

ACOUSTICS AND THEATRE 
CONSTRUCTION 


Tue question of securing good acoustics

, the exhibitor is ‘‘ selling’’ sound 
in a hi competitive field, and he cannot 
Geietnaraeiidces cues ach, ceases 
engineering n such a sacrifice may 
ultimately affect his box-office recei: The 
small theatre lends itself more ceeding una inex- 
pensively to sound control. The enclosed volume 
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is generally appreciably less than themaximum 
desirable limit of 150 cubic feet per seat. In 
an auditorium of favourable shape, this low 
volume limits reverberation. When volume 
per seat is high, reverberation is usually jong 
and more surface acoustic treatment is 
required. Consequently, in the original design 
Stage it is essential to maintain as low a 
volume per seat as is consistent with the 
other engineering requirements. 

It is an established principle that the best 
distribution of sound energy and control of 
reflections are obtained in theatres where (a) 
tive length of the auditorium proper is two 
aud one-half times the height; and (b) the 
aviash is one and one-half times the height. It 
may not always be possible to secure a site 
which will guarantee this ratio. When the 
proportions deviate widely from the ideal, 
design of surfaces must offset the acoustical 
defects introduced by shape. 

Unfavourable proportions cause two common 
defects; namely, a multiplicity of sound 
reflections between parallel surfaces, and an 
excessive amount of direct reflections from 
individual surfaces. Multiplicity of reflections 
is encountered principally in the long theatre, 
or so-called ‘‘ shooting gallery,’’ where the 
length is greater than twice the width. 
Sound reflections originating at the side wall 
travel back and forth a number of times, and 
in direct path between these surfaces. This 
is only one very limited phase of the 
reflections. The many other series of reflec- 
tions, either originating along the side walls or 
reaching these areas indirectly, will also tend 
to reflect back and forth many times. This 
multiplicity of reflections produces standing 
wave patterns and “flutter” conditions 
which tend to prolong the decay of sound in 
the horizontal plane and thus give the effect 
of a longer time of reverberation than should 
exist. 

The most efficient method of offsetting the 
effect of multiple reflections is to provide for 
non-parallelism between the side-wall sur- 
faces. This may be accomplished most 
efficiently by dividing or ‘ breaking-up ”’ 
the side wall into triangular sections. The 
sound is then reflected more at random from 
the side walls, and these reflections are not 
confined to a direct. path between surfaces. 
Consequently a more normal reverberation 
period is effected. In a long theatre with 
absolutely parallel side walls, it is generally 
impossible to provide sufficient acoustic treat- 
ment to minimise the effect of wuitiple 
reflections and still maintain the proper “* live- 
ness.’ The excessive treatment necessary 
usually results in a noticeably ‘‘ dead *' con- 
dition in the rear seats anu also effects an 
unbalanced absorption of the low and high 
frequencies throughout the auditoriuin.

CL“iM BY ARCHITECTS FOR FEES AND 
COUNTERCLAIM ACAINST THEM FOR 
ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE. 

Stc.n and Sirotkin v. Oakfield Estates, Ltd. 


is was an action by Mr. Samuel Stern, 
of 10, Woodward-road, Hendon, architect, 
and Mr. Z. Sirotkin, also an architect, of 
Chiton-gardens, W., to recover from the de- 
fendants, Oakfield Estates, Lid., of Bishops- 
gaic-street, E.C., £387 9s., as the balance of 
the plaintiffs’ fees for professional services 
rendered in connection with the erection by 
the defendants of a block of flats—Oakfield 
Court, at Brent, near Hendon. 

The defendant company admitted the plain- 
tiffs’ claim, but counterclaimed for damages 
for losses the company had incurred through 
the alleged negligence of the plaintiffs. 

Mr, J. W. Morris, K.C., and Mr. Rimmer 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. J. C. 
Lawrence and Mr. H. 8. ©. Moses for the 
defendants. : 

The hearing of the evidence and the argu- 
ments extended over several days. 

The Official Referee, in giving judgment, 
said the plaintiffs were architects who were 
engaged by the defendants in connection with 
the erection of a block of flats close to Brent 
Station. The plaintiff, Mr. Stern, was a 
young man who was recently employed as 
assistant architect to the Hendon Borough 
Council, and Mr. Sirotkin was a gentleman 
employed m the Office of Works, and 
who practised as an architect in his spare 
time. Both the plaintiffs, Mr. Stern and 
Mr. Sirotkin, were employed by the defen- 
dants in 1934 to design plans for a block of 
flats. proposed to be built at Brent. Nego- 
tiations followed and eventually the contract 
for the erection of the flats was given to a 
firm of contractors. The flats were duly 
erected and were now occupied. The plain- 
tiffs now brought their action to recover the 
balance of their professional fees, £387 Qs., 
they having already been paid £275. De- 
fendants, while admitting liability for the 
fees, set up a counterclaim for damages, alleg- 
ing that the plaintiffs were negligent in many 
ways, by which defendants suffered loss. 

Proceeding, the Referee said it was the 
duty of an architect to use reasonable skill 
and care so far as plans were concerned, and 
it was important that they should see that 
they had complied with the requirements of the 
local authority. The first point raised by the 
defendants in their counterclaim was as to 
the levels, and in regard to that he found in 
favour of the plaintiffs. 

The next point raised was in regard to the 
staircases, there being insufficient headway. 
That rendered a certain amount of extra work 
and on that head he awarded the defendants 
£41 16s. 

Next came the question of some walls 
where it became necessary to insert steel 
girders, and that had to done at a cost 
of £37 1s. 7d., and to that amount he found 
that the defendants were entitled. He did 
not think that there was shown any negli- 
gence by the architects here. 

There were two other minor matters, 
and on those he found that defendants were 
entitled to £8 15s. : 

\ long controversy raged around an item 
i) regard to a combined bathroom and lava- 
tory in certain of the flats instead of separate 
bathroom and lavatory, as shown on the plans. 
Certain alterations had to be made, and he 
wis satisfied that on that head the defendants 
hed a legitimate grievance. He awarded 
them the extra costs they had been put to 
0 that matter, viz., £135. 


Defendants made a claim in connection 


wth the boundaries of the property, but here 
he came to the conclusion that there had been 
* genuine mistake, and this head of claim 
hy the defendants failed. 

Then defendants made a claim in regard to 
‘¢ position of a stack-pipe and to water 
cvchering and falling down, but 


here he 
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_ found that the defendants were only entitled 


to the nominal damages of. 1s. 

Another dispute was in regard to certain 
walls which were exposed to weather condi- 
tions, it being urged that these should have 
been cavity wails, and as they were not 
cavity walls they had to be coated with 
waterproof material and at a cost of £22 10s. 
It was necessary that the walls should be 
waterproof, and on that issue he awarded 
the defendants £22 10s. Another item con- 
cerned the erection of garages. The contract 
price for the flats was £13,249, to include an 
item of £180, which the builders said they 
could put the necessary garages up for. This 
did not allow for a dust-bin shed. Defen- 
dants said they wanted a dust-bin enclosure, 
atid under that head he decided that the 
defendants were entitled to £44. 

The Referee, having dealt with all the 
items raised by the defendants in their 
counterclaim, ultimately gave- judgment for 
them for £301 13s., and for the plaintiffs on 
their claim for £387 9s. 

A long argument ensued on the question of 
costs, Mr. Morris arguing that as the defen- 
dants on several of the items raised by them 
in the counterclaim had recovered much Jess 
than half they claimed, and on some of 
the items. nothing at all, they ought not in 
the circumstances to be entitled to more than 
half of the costs of the counterclaim, and 
especially so as they ought to be ordered to 
pay the costs of the issues on which they had 
failed. 

Mr. Lawrence, on the other hand, sub- 
mitted that the defendants were entitled on 
their counterclaim to judgment for £301 13s. 
and costs. 

After further argument, the learned Official 
teferee intimated that the Taxing Master 
would deal with the matters raised by Mr. 
Morris, and- he (the Referee) directed that 
judgment should be entered for the plain- 
tiffs for £387 9s. with costs, and for the de- 
fendants on their counterclaim for £301 13s 
with costs

Failure of Paint on Roman Cement.

EXHIBITS AT THE ALDERSHOT SHOW 


‘we Army Vocational Training Centre, 
lershot, has in the past produced many 
‘lent exhibits of students’ work in con- 
on with the Aldershot Show, but none 
r than that which we had the pleasure 
of seeing at Rushmoor recently. In layout, 
decorative treatment, variety of interest, and 
standard of design and technical accom- 
shment shown in the individual exhibits, 
display appeared to us to be the best of 
a long series of successful shows. To many 
people it is a mystery that the school should 
be able to turn soldiers into competent crafts- 
men in so short a period as six months, but 
that this is done is a fact, attested not only 
by the examples of completed work on view 
but by public demonstrations by students on 
the various stands. The explanation of the 
Centre’s success is to be found, we think, in 
four main factors: The keenness and _intel- 
ligence of the students (who are all voluntary 
trainees and pay towards their instruction) ; 
the excellence of the tuition; the fact that all 
traming exercises are done in full-size 
materials under practical conditions; and, 
finally, the general air of enthusiasm that 
pervades the whole school at Thornhill. In 
this atmosphere, which is entirely unmilitary, 
the student has every incentive to learn his 
chosen craft, and that he does it successfully 
is shown by the readiness with which em- 
ployers of labour engage men from: the 
AVEC. nee school has been established 
for 10 years, and its ess may be gauged 
by the tact that Se of students 
trained has inereased during that time from 
317 to 1,220, and the: ig of men found 
employment from 77.2 to 86.4. During our 
tour of the exhibit we were impressed with 
the variety and excellence of the work on 
view. No fewer than 17 trades were repre- 
sented, and we append a few notes on “ce 
Bricklaying : A covered gateway executed 
in red gauged brickwork was the principal 
feature of this stand. Other exhibits in- 
cluded fireplaces and a sundial, Students were 
occupied in building chimney stacks, piers, 
etc., and cutting and carving gauged brick- 
work for arches and ornamental panels. 
Plastering : This stand consisted of a wall 
space of 80 yd. super surmounted by a cove 
cornice in fibrous ter supported by fibrous 
plaster pilasters, spaced to form working 
space of panels upon which tiling, cement 
textural finishes, and decorative plaster 
moulding were demonstrated by the students.

making gelatine and plaster piece moulds and 
casting from them. 

Joinery : The principal item on this stand 
was a cocktail bar, described with a nice 
sense of humour as a “ milk bar,”’ and car- 
ried out simply but effectively in oak.

CONSOLIDATING CONCRETE BY VIBRATION 


Burone the advent of reinforced concrete. made to obiain satisfactory consolidation and 
et make use of the drier concretes which 
ave greater strength and which are less 

liable to shrinkage and cracking. The most 
promising method is the vibration of the con- 
crete as it is placed in the shutters. This is 
simply a development of the old practice of 
hammering the shuttering in order to cause 
the concrete to settle down, but by making 
use of mechanical vibrators results are 
obtained far superior to haphazard hammer- 
ing with a piece of timber. 

The vibrators used are either electric or 
pneumatic. They may be clamped to the 
shutters or inserted in the concrete; the first 
type are known as shutter vibrators and are 
used for walls, beams, columns, and other 
members of small cross-section, while the 
second type, known as internal vibrators, are 
used for larger members, floor slabs, dams, 
abutments, and similar work where vibration 
ps up —— oe aaties ae not - The Housing of the Rural Worker.
